- Hongkong residents are.not troubled with 
the notorious gharry-drivers who afflict the 
people of Singapore, but in the coolie who 
drags a ramshackle contrivance facetiously 
described as a ricksha through the streets 
we havea very fair substitute for the Southern 
nuisance.

generate coolie who fancies himself swindled 
despite the clear terms of the legal fares are 
a nuisance and a disgrace to the city, The 
smallest retort has an embroidery of foul- 
ness which none but those, acquainted with 
even a'smattering of Chinese can appreciate, 
and the coolies should be taught that sucl:

THE NAVY LEAGUE IN HONG. 
KONG. - a 
——~>—__ : 

The patriotic movement which was inau- 


gurated a few years ago by a number of 


H.B.M. Navy has continued to. grow and 
expand till now a branch ofthe Navy League 
exists in every part of the Empire. The 
movement had its origin in the fear that a 
new Government might seek to reduce the 
Navy Lstimates, to the detriment of the first 
line of defence and the’ destruction of its 
personnel. It was not founded through mere’ 
caprice or party feeling but in the sincere’ 
desire that the’ basis’ on which the Navy 
stood at the. time should ‘be maintained. 
But there was also the deeper motive that 
the value of the Navy should be brought to 
the knowledge of the sons and’ daughters of 
the Empire, that they should be so instructed 
in its traditions and glory that the Navy 
should never lack enthusiastic supporters. 
it is needless to say that such a scheme. ap- 
pealed to-Hongkong, the greatest nayal 
base in the Far Enst. Daily the levia- 
thins of the Brilish Navy are before 
the cyes of the Colony, and although, 
as a result of..the Russo-Japanese war, 
much of the power of the China squad- 
ron has been:shorn by the departure of the 
battleships which, it was considered, were 
no. longer absolutely necessary in view of 
Japan’s ‘co-operation under the Anglo- 
Japanese treaty, the Fleet in Far Eastern 
waters is still of respectable proportions, 
and its presence means much to the 
prosperity of the Colony. : It is conceiv- 
able_that people living-in an‘ inland city, 
having no opportunity of viewing the 
vessels which have earned for Great Britain 
the title of “Mistress of the Scas,” might 
show a half-hearted interest in the character 
and meaning .of the Navy League, but 
Hongkong is too closely in touch with the 
Fleet to ignore its importance to the Colony. 
Even from a utilitarian point of view the 
Navy affects the port, and ‘there is not a 
shopkeeper who does not.view the departure 
of the Flect to its summer quarters’ without | 
regret.

AUSTRALIA'S POSITION. 


A representative of the: Telegraph waited 
this morning upon the Queensland Govern: 
ment Commissioner: concerning: the recent 
revelations published a8’to the nature of the 
meat products-canned in Chicago, - : 

Mr, Jones said, “the.condition of affairs has 
long been known, not alone to those interested 
in the industry, but to many of the general 
public. Some twelve months since Pearson's 
Weekly published ‘articles exposing the |: 
nefarious utilization of putrid and diseased 
carcases, also the foul state of the slaughter: 
-housea and packing rooms, and. the frequently” 
-| filthy as well as diseated ‘condition of ‘many of 
the men employed. Persdnally, I never make 
any attempt ta, criticize the praducts of other 
countries, ‘I prefer to introduce Australian 
goods upon their actual merits. ' If we cannot 
compete then we ‘must take aback seat. This. 
nonsensical talk, however, that Australian can- 
ners have paid too little’attention to the gét-up 
of their products, using awkward-looking tins, 
with hideous unmsthetic labels, docs not hold 
good. As a mitter of fact, when I was jn 
Brisbane at Christmas, our packers were ex- 
hibiting side by side our cans with the Ameti- 
can article, got up almost in perfect imitation of 
ourown. Anyhow, as close as the trade-marks 
Jaw would allow them, The yenson that 
we have not been able to compete with 
the Americans in thecanned meat-industry has 
been purely o matter of price. _This more 
especially in the markets of the Orient. Now,: 
atthe presont moment, beef is very dear in 
Australia, as high as 22/- per. 100. Ibs dressed, 
yet this is considerably cheaper than ruling | 
rates inthe American market, We have the 
“most complete boiling-down’ works, with the: 
very latest machinery, expert managers and 
skilled artisans, There is not anything good 
and labour-saving which the American packers 
J have that we'do not also control. If our meat 
‘js cheaper (the splendid quality. is acknow- 
ledged) and the cost of canning and: production 
equal, the Amerians can only under-sell us by 
the methods the exposure of which has shock- 
ed the civilized world. Toke. Manila; the. 
American has nat: the slightest chance fo 
compete with Queensland in tendering lor 
the large contracts for the Government 
supplies of: frozen meal. We beat both 
the Argentina and the United’ States 
ensily, and- secure’ the order. But when. 
it cores to canned goods in Manila we have 
not any chance. This applies not only to the 
Eastern market j it is the samo with the othe: 
food-importing countries. Last year:we x: 
ported over £1,$00,000' sterling of frozen 
‘meat, yet our shipments of: canned goods just 
barelwtursied £200,000. ‘The demand for our, 
frozen lambs invarlably exceeds the supply.

Viceroy Chou Fu of Nanking has 
memorialjsed the ‘Throne on the subject asking 
for special powers to prohibit the export of 
grain from one place to another. In this con- 
nection we also learn that a recent application 
from a foreign Consul to the Shanghat Taotai 
for a permit‘to allow the export of a large 
quantity of rice to Harbin, Manchuria, has been 
refused, As the British ‘Treaty requires 
Chinese officials to give six weeks’ notice by 
proclamation whenever there is an intention 
to stop the export of rice from any Treaty port,

After reviewing, the work of the 
past yeas, and explaining the reason for the ine 
crqased expenditure, and consequent diminish- 
ed dividend declared for the period under 
‘review, the chairman said “ whether remedy 
be found in an increase of fares of otherwise, 
will be decided later on.” Quite 50; but who’ 
will “decide” it? Will the company arbr- 
uarily increase the already exorbitant rates of 
fares, without first feeling the pulse of the pub-— 
HG in the matter, and then expect the public, 
its patrons, from whom it derives iis peak 
dividends, to sit quietly with closed mouths 
ad folded hands, and let the company squeeze 
it for all it is worth? The cost of running 
ferries at home .is greater than it is. here, 
and: yet the fares there only average 2d for 
trips of the same length as that. from here to 
Kowloon, while the boats are usually of a bet- 
ter class as regards accommodation. Compare 
that withthe 34d rate prevailing here, where 
coal and labour are cheaper, and let one fiod, 
if one can, any good and: sufficient reason for 
.an increase to that rate. It may be. said that 
the cost of building the: new wharf, which was 
opened in April. last, is one good reason. 
I, for one, beg to differ, and opinenot. If the 
company chooseste build a new picr, that is 
surely the company’s, the shareholders’, busi- 
ness, and is no concern of the public, nor 
should the public be expected to pay for it by 
increased fares, If, however, an altempt is to’ 
be made to get the cost of the erection of the 
yew wharf out of the public's pocket, then it 
may be pertinent te ask, where will it end?

MANILA JOURNAL'S SEVERE STRICTURES, 


In the campaign now, going’. on against 
gambling our attention has been directed to one 
of the worst factors contributing ta the present 
mania. We (Martie Ténies) refer to the sale 
of the Macao lottery tickelsin Manila, - 

. According to one-who is pretty well posted 
on the transactions of this lollery and the pro- 
protions it has assumed in this city, no less a 
sum than P26,000 a month leaves Manila, 
Accepting this estimate, which is believed to 
he conservative, it- probably means that the 


Islands lose every year anywhere from P 209,000] - 


to P309,000, ‘ : 

Disearding the morat principles involved 
and considering the matter [rom a purely com- 
mercial standpoint, this Macao lottery is much 
more prenicious than the other: forms of 
gambling in vogue here, in that practically all 
the money leaves ‘the Islands, constituting a 
-dead loss, With the other forms of gambling 
practised here, it may be said that they have at 
Jeast the merit of not taking the money out of 
the Islands. There will probably not be much 
question that ‘this lottery business should’ be 
stopped, but there appears to be some question 
as to whether it-can be stopped. é 

A test case in court has already decided that 
only the vendor asd not the holder of.a lottery 
ticket can be prosecuted. Even werea Inw 
framed so a3 to include the holder’ nota ven- 
dorit isa. question whether any practical re- 
sults would be accomplished. The number of 
tickel-buyers is so large that the arrest of one 
or two would not be likely to exercise any de- 
lerrent effect on the others. The problem then 
seems {o devolve on catching the vendors‘or 
agents. According to one informant, the tickets, 
are purchased in Macao, while another says’ 
they aré printed and purchased here. If any 
are issued here, it seems cerlain that they 
constitute only a small proportion of the total 
number circulated. Pix: 

In the case of the great Louisiana lottery the 
evi! was ‘stopped by enacting a law prohibiting 
the passage of the tickets through the mails. 
Here thereis no such law, nor is there any 
law which makes them liable to seizure-by the 
Customs authorities. The only. tax to which 
they are liable is that an ordinary tickets or 
printed matter, which amounts to the ridicu- 
lous sum of forty cents on almost a million 
dojlars worth of tickets, As the minimiun 
amount which can be collected under the tariff 
l-ws is one dollar, the tickels escape even this 
absurd impost and pase in duty free. , 

We understand that in the new penal code, 
which seems destined to piss when the mille- 
nium arrives and -penal codes are no longer 
needed, there’ is a clause which provides for 
dealing with lottery tickets. Until that law is 
passed, there appears no other remedy than lies 
in the arrest of the'agents or vendors. If the 
extent of the transactions of this lottery be any- 
thing like that reported, it would seem to be 
incumbent on our Secret Service Bureau to 
try its utmost to break up the present perni- 
cious system, Whether under the present de- 
fective and discouraging faws or lack of laws 
the Secret Service can accomplish anything is

Captain Meiner's report of the accident to bo

We left Najgasaki on May ‘16th at 9 aw, 
Shorty after having left the Harbour fug set in 
which kept on until the afternoon with short 
intervals and made us slow down several times 
is well as anchor twice. The [ki channel 
under these cirumstances being too dangerotis- 
we set our course westward of [ki, Towards 
evening the weather cleared and at 8.15 pm. 
we were abreast of the Northern end of tkisuna, 
Later wo had, however, again on account of 
fog, to slow down, - At 10.43 p.m. the sound of 
the steam whistle raised a striking echo, Im- 
mediately the engines, were set’ full speed 
astern, ia spite af which the ship struck ground 
afew minutes alter and did not float in. 
All boats were cleared to tike in passengers. 
The latter were aroused and supplied with hfe 
belts. - Ali happened in perfect quiet and quick-

Towards 2a.m, on the 17th: we heard 
the fog signals of un approaching ‘steamer 
which was steering the very sme course which 
the Koon had taken, With rockels and blow-* 
ing of the sleampipes this.steamer was inform-, 
ed of our position, whereupon she stopped arid 
kept close to us. Jn the early dawn a boat was 
sent by the captain to ask whether the steamer 
could take our passengers, ‘I hewsteamer prov- 
ed tobe the late British sa, Sfunley Dollar, 
bound for Moj, ‘ihe Captain of the steiner 
atunce consentes to take our passengers aboard 
and to-send us all possible aid, the more wall- 
ingly so because we.as the Captain himself 
declared, bad prevented the Sfanley Dvllar 
from stranding which would surely bave taken 
place had he continued on his course a very 
little while longer. : co 

During the forenoon the passengers were 
transferred to the Sfanfey Dollar by the ship's 
vouts, Sufficient provisions for 14 days, in- 
cluding several -cases of fruit and large quan- 
tiles of tea and milk, were sent aboard the 
steamer for the passengers, and the Captain | 
odered the First Officer and 11 Stewards to 
peoceed.to Moyi by the steamer to attend 
them. The rumour in cettain papers that the 
passengers suffered from hunger cannot there- 
fore be given any credence. | it must beadmit- 
ted thatthe Staniey Dollar is nol a passenger 
boat and was, therefore, only provided with 
what was absolutely necessary. We did all in 
pur power to make -the short stay’ of our pus- 
sengers' dn the s fandey Dollar as confortable 
as possible under the circumstances. . : 

After the passengers had been transferred, 
‘an attempt was made with tow ropes to reflaat 
the opm, but: without avail, As the Stanley 
Dollar wanted to land ‘our passengers as quickly 
as possible, no further eflort. was made by her 
to tow the oon off the rock and at 1 p.m. she. 
started-on the voyage to Moji. ‘ 


Un the foon everything ‘possible was dune 
to save the ship, By shifting cargo from the 
fore part to the after part and filliny several 
compartments in‘ the stern with water, we. tried 
to lift the vessel’s bow, Several attempts.to get 
clear with our engines and the dropping of an 
anchor to help to heave her off,were of no avail, 
The shifting of cargo was continued by the’ 
crew by day and night without cessation. 

On the 18th inst, lighters arrived from Moji 
and the mails and passengers’ personal effects 
“were taken to Moji by them. At 7 pm, the 
S.M.S. Hansa appeared and her commander 
immediately sent hands on board the Aoon 
to assist in the shifting of cargo, On the 
‘morning of the 19th inst, tow ropes were taken 
to the /fansa and two attempts made to refloat 
the Hoon, but the ropes broke each time. 
Meanwhile, hold No. 6 was filled’ with water 
by the salvage steamer Oura-marg which had 
arcived on the scene.

. HUMAN TORPEDO CRAFT: 


In his book on “Port Arthur,” recently 
published, Mr. Klis ‘Ashmead-Bartlett tells ‘a 
story,ofa captain of the Japanese Army who 
tied as many hand grenades about him as he 
could conveniently carry; ordered one of his 
men to light the fuses, and then hurled him- 
selfinto the trench where the: Russians were 
huddled together, carrying death and destrac- 
iion among them and sacrificing himself, of 
course, in this service to. his country, A cor- 
respondent of the TelegrapA caps this ‘tale by 
one of ahandful-of young naval officers who 
were serving in ships engaged in the attack on 
-Port Arthur, The difficulty which the Japanese 
‘experienced was to get sufficiently close to the 
Kussian ships without being observed and fired 
at ftom the vessels or from the shore batteries, 
Ubereseemed no meansof making theapproach, 
though the small torpedo craft had been fied 
with funnels which could be folded own on 
the deck, In many cases this expedient had 
been successful in enabling a mosquitn ship 
to approach a Russian man-of-war without 
attracting attention; the torpedo had been 
aimed and discharged, and then with the 
subdued cry, “Funnels up,” the little craft 
-had hustled away out of danger at her 
best speed.. ‘With practice this mancbuvre 
cime to be performed with good results, 
though in the absence of the funnel the 
speed during the approach was necessarily 
slow; it was, however, stealthy, and at night 
the objective was so. small as not to court 
attention fromthe Russians. _ Under special 
circumstances which arose this device could 
nat be employed® What was lo be done? In 
the emergency five young officers undertook to 
act as human torpedo craft well knowing that 
in all probability none of them would escape 
with his life, After duc. preparations they Iett 
their ships after darkness had fallen, entered 
Ihe water in silence, then took in his charge a 
small torpedo which had been madg ready, 
The tide was running towards the Russian‘ 
ships which were to be attacked, and this 
agsitied the daring exploit. Swimniing and 
floating as best he could, cach officer with: his 
explosive charge managed to get within easy. 
‘range of one of the enemy's ships. ‘Then’ with 
due.care and extraordinury deliberation, each 
man aimed the torpedo in his charge, took the. 
plug out, and ‘saw the explosive little, ship 
speed forward on its mission of destruction, 
Only ono man survived’ this explalt which is 
surely one of the most extraordinary recorded
